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Thank  you  so  much  for  including  me  in  your 
special  day.  After  meeting  with  you  guys  yesterday  I 
feel  even  more  privileged  to  have  been  asked  to  talk  to 
such  an  outstanding  group  of  individuals.  I  am  the 
goaltender  for  Canada's  national  hockey  team  that  just 
recently  won  a  World  Championship,  but  I  am  not  just 
a  goaltender.  or  a  hockey  player,  I  am  also  an  engineer, 
a  painter,  advocate,  a  daughter,  a  teacher,  a  student  and 
a  girlfriend,  as  you  are  not  just  graduates  of  Balmoral 
Hall.  It  is  a  great  accomplishment,  but  it's  only  a 
beginning.  You  are  all  capable  of  so  much  more,  be  a 
dreamer  and  never  be  satisfied.  Awards,  diplomas  and 
recognition  are  great  motivators,  but  they  are  simply  a 
chance  to  catch  your  breath  along  the  journey  of  life. 

When  I  graduated  from  High  School,  my  dream 
was  to  become  a  doctor  and  to  someday  represent 
Canada  on  a  World  stage  in  the  sport  of  Track  and 
Field.  I  was  playing  the  highest  level  of  boy's  hockey 
at  the  time,  but  I  naively  thought  that  women's  hockey 
would  not  take  off  like  it  did.  Hockey  was  a  passion,  but 
it  was  something  that  I  knew  1  had  to  give  up  if  1  wanted 
to  achieve  my  goals.  So  I  started  on  my  journey.  1 
hopped  in  a  car  with  my  parents  and  drove  down  to  the 
prestigious  Stanford  University  in  California  where  I 
had  been  offered  a  track  and  field  scholarship.  Sud- 
denly, I  was  surrounded  by  students  who  had  all  done 
well  in  high  school,  some  were  concert  pianists,  others 
poets  laureates,  while  still  others  world  record  holders 
and  here  1  was,  just  a  girl  from  Winnipeg.  No  longer  a 
big  fish  in  a  small  pond,  but  a  small  fish  in  a  huge  sea. 
1  felt  overwhelmed  and  kept  questioning  how  the 
admissions  staff  had  let  me  slip  by  their  attention.  1 
suppose  in  retrospect  most  students  felt  this  way, 
excited,  yet  a  little  lost.  But  at  the  time  I  felt  alone,  and 
when  I  failed  a  class  for  the  first  time  I  felt  like  I  didn't 
belong.  But  failure  taught  me  perseverance,  taught  me 
to  never  give  up.  I  took  that  class  again  and  despite  only 
managing  a  C  the  second  time  around,  it  was  a  victory 
for  me.  It  made  me  realize  that  there  are  going  to  be 
smarter,  brighter,  faster,  stronger  individuals  than  you, 
but  the  amount  you  can  learn  from  your  environment 
and  your  peers  is  remarkable.  Take  a  philosophy  class, 
learn  to  sew,  learn  to  work  with  sheet  metal,  learn  to 
dance,  expand  your  horizons  for  it  is  in  doing  what  you 
are  not  good  at  that  you  truly  learn  about  yourself. 
Through  this  exploration  I  found  my  passion  for  engi- 
neering. My  path  had  changed  but  the  journey  had  not. 
Don't  be  afraid  of  change.  Sometimes  you  just  have  to 
follow  your  heart. 

Track  went  really  well  to  start  off,  but  a  nagging 
shoulder  injury  forced  me  to  the  sidelines.  Here  I  was 
being  essentially  paid  through  an  athletic  scholarship 
to  throw  the  javelin,  to  perform  in  the  athletic  arena  and 
I  couldn't.  Two  shoulder  surgeries  later  and  I  still 
couldn't  perform  to  their  expectations.  Psychologically 
this  was  a  very  difficult  time  in  my  life.  Injuries  are  a 
part  of  sport  and  of  life,  and  as  countless  people  told  me 
it's  what  you  learn  from  the  injury  that  counts.  But  I 
wanted  nothing  to  do  with  that  old  adage,  I  wanted  to 
compete  and  I  wanted  to  prove  myself  and  I  couldn't.  I 
felt  defeated  and  unworthy  of  the  scholarship.  I  felt  the 
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pressure  from  my  coaches  to  compete  despite  the  injury, 
so  I  did.  Thus  only  making  matters  worse.  The  harder 
I  tried  to  come  back,  the  more  I  spiraled  into  depression. 
This  is  when  I  discovered  hockey  again.  Here  was  a 
spoil  that  1  could  do,  I  could  contribute  to  the  team  and 
it  was  a  sport  that  was  fun  again.  No  pressure,  simply  the 
pure  joy  of  doing  something  because  I  loved  it.  Life  is 
going  to  throw  you  a  lot  of  obstacles  along  the  way,  for  me 
it  was  an  injury  to  the  arm  that  contained  my  dreams  but 
it  made  me  step  back.  The  injur)',  in  retrospect,  was  a 
good  thing,  despite  thinking  at  the  time  that  this  was  the 
end  of  the  world.  The  joy  that  I  felt  while  playing  hockey 
saved  my  sanity.  So  with  every  obstacle  you  can  make 
a  choice,  you  can  go  over  it,  or  in  my  case  you  can  go 
around  it  and  create  a  new  path,  but  never  stay  stagnant 
for  without  growth  we  are  not  really  living. 

Hockey  soon  turned  from  just  a  fun  game  into  a 
passion  all  because  of  a  twist  of  fate.  On  my  way  back 
to  California  for  my  last  year  to  University  my  plane 
stopped  in  Calgary.  I  had  a  layover  for  a  day  to  visit 
some  high  school  friends  and  decided  to  go  out  and  play 
hockey  at  the  local  rink.  I  was  fortunate  to  have  been 
seen  by  the  right  people  and  was  invited  to  join  Team 
Canada  at  their  camp  in  preparation  for  the  Olympics. 
That  was  in  September  of  1997  and  in  the  matter  of  a 
couple  of  hours  I  had  to  decide  my  fate.  Would  I  return 
to  the  safety  of  my  scholarship  or  would  I  forgo  the 
academic  year  and  try  out  on  an  outside  chance  for  the 
Olympics.  I  didn't  need  much  persuasion.  This  was  a 
dream.  So  I  joined  the  team  in  September  and  got  to  live 
any  hockey  player's  dream  of  being  a  full-time  athlete. 
I  worked  hard  and,  despite  being  the  rookie,  I  felt  I  was 
doing  well,  I  had  recorded  two  shutouts  and  things 
looked  good.  But  then,  in  November,  my  dreams  came 
crashing  down  before  me  and  I  was  cut  from  the  team. 

Sitting  in  a  room  filled  with  the  coaching  staff 
and  administration  they  proceeded  to  tell  me  that  my 
dream  was  over,  they  rambled  off  some  explanation,  but 
I  was  in  too  much  shock  to  pay  attention.  I  walked  out 
of  that  room  without  knowing  what  to  do.  I  had  invested 
so  much  of  my  life  into  this.  I  had  nowhere  to  go.  I  felt 
like  I  couldn't  stay  in  Canada  because  the  media  was 
everywhere,  so  I  flew  back  down  to  California.  It  was 
safe  there  because  barely  anyone  even  knew  what 
hockey  was.  The  only  problem  was  that  I  wasn't 
enrolled  in  school,  I  had  nowhere  to  live  and  I  just 
didn't  want  to  burden  any  one  of  my  friends.  I  moved 
back  and  forth  between  different  friends,  even  staying 
in  my  car  a  couple  of  nights.

So  I  rebuilt,  found  a  place 
to  live  and  battled  the  administration  to  get  my  schol- 
arship back,  they  refused  but  did  offer  two-thirds  of  the 
tuition  and  allowed  me  to  work  in  the  offices  to  pay  the 
rest. 

And  as  fate  would  have  it,  once  I  was  back  on 
track,  the  assistant  coach  from  the  national  hockey 
team  left  a  message  on  my  answering  machine  in 
California.  It  was  a  random  call  and  I  couldn't  fathom 
what  he  would  want.  After  a  bit  of  awkward  conversation 


he  proceeded  to  say  that  they  were  thinking  of  bringing 
three  goalies  to  the  Olympics  and  was  wondering  if  I'd 
like  to  join  them. ..He  told  me  to  take  a  couple  of  days 
to  think  about  it  but  I  immediately  pounced  on  the 
opportunity,  heck  I'd  even  be  the  water  girl  if  it  meant  a 
chance  at  the  Olympics!  I  was  ecstatic,  yet  I  couldn't 
believe  it.  Was  this  a  prank?  Was  I  really  going  to  the 
Olympics?  It  was  like  winning  the  lottery.  Imagine  what 
you  would  most  want  in  life  and  then  having  it  presented 
in  front  of  you.  I  wanted  to  scream,  I  wanted  to  cry,  but 
the  first  thing  I  did  was  call  every  single  one  of  my 
friends  and  family  to  share  the  news.  All  I  said  to  each 
person  at  the  top  of  my  lungs  was,  "I'm  an  Olympian!" 

So  I  took  three  weeks  off  school  that  quarter  and 
flew  out  to  Japan  to  experience  my  dream.  The  Olympics 
were  amazing.  They  were  like  being  at  a  summer  camp 
where  you  instantly  get  to  meet  a  bunch  of  new  friends. 
Imagine  a  microcosm  of  the  ideal  world  where  all 
nations,  races  and  creeds  get  along  speaking  the  same 
language  of  sport.  It  was  a  thrill  a  minute  and  all  I  can 
say  is  that  nothing  is  too  big  to  dream  about.  Whether  it 
is  the  Olympics,  the  moon,  or  Carnegie  Hall,  dream,  and 
who  knows  what  fate  has  in  store  for  you.

Not  everyone  has  had  the  opportu- 
nities that  you  have  had  and  with  that  comes  responsi- 
bility, responsibility  to  understand  the  world,  to  be 
sympathetic  to  those  less  fortunate.  You  are  the  future 
leaders  of  this  great  country  so  never  forget  your  roots 
and  what  has  shaped  you.  From  the  teacher  that  told 
you  that  you  were  capable  of  more  to  the  girl  that  sat 
next  to  you  everyday  in  homeroom,  they  have  each  left 
their  mark  on  you.  Now  go  leave  your  mark  in  the  world.
